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New electoral boundaries'disaster' 


FINAL recommendations for new Dorset 
County Council electoral boundaries have 
been branded a “disaster” by a Bridport and 
county councillor. 

The proposals, which were published late last month 
by the Local Government Boundary Commission for 
England, were designed for each county councillor to 
represent approximately the same number of voters. 

In the draft proposals, Bridport was split into two 
seperate single member divisions - North and South 
- which have now been changed. 

Bob Gillis, Bridport town clerk, said: “The town 
council made strong objections to the original recom¬ 
mendations for two single member Bridport North 
and South divisions, in view of the size of the pro¬ 
posed divisions and the wide coverage of both rural 
and urban areas. 

“It was felt that the proposed divisions did not re¬ 
flect the interests and identities of local communities.” 

But the plans still recommend Bridport to take in 
communities as far as Hooke to the North and Comp¬ 
ton Valence to the East with nearby villages Symonds- 
bury and Eype being part of the Marshwood Vale 
division. 

Ros Kayes, town and Dorset county councillor for 
Bridport, said: “This is better than the original pro¬ 
posal of splitting Bridport in two, but it is still a dis¬ 
aster. 

“Two councillors will never be able to do all that 
work, it will be impossible to offer the same quality 
of service to both Bridport and all the villages of the 
Bride Valley. 

“The sort of issues that will arise will be very dif¬ 
ferent in Toller Porcorum and Skilling; people in the 
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villages are often much wealthier than those in the 
town. 

“The commission have done this as a number 
crunching exercise. They have contradicted their own 
criteria in doing so. 

“As a result, I suspect constituents in the division 


will get a poorer quality of service from the county 
councillors than formally - it is an utter cack-handed 
mess.” 

The commission’s final recommendations - which 
follow an eight-week public consultation - propose 
that Dorset should be represented by 46 county 
councillors in the future that should represent 
34 single-member electoral divisions and six 
two-member electoral divisions across the county, 
including Bridport as one of the two-member divi¬ 
sions. 

Max Caller, chair of the commission, said: “We are 
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extremely grateful to people across Dorset who took 
the time and effort to send us their views. 

“The commission considered every piece of evi¬ 
dence it received before finalising these recommen¬ 
dations. 

“Across the county, we have sought to balance the 
views expressed to us by local people with the criteria 
we must apply when we are deciding on new electoral 
arrangements. 

“As such, we believe these recommendations de¬ 
liver electoral equality for voters as well as reflecting 
the identities of communities in Dorset.”

The proposed new arrangements must now be im¬ 
plemented by parliament. 

A draft order - the legal document, which brings 
into force the recommendations - will be laid in par¬ 
liament in the coming months. 

The draft order provides for the new electoral 
arrangements to come into force at the county council 
elections in 2017.

We are immensely proud of 
our achievement and to have been around 
since the time that Henry VIII was king, and still 
trading is unbelievable. This was the year be¬ 
fore the first published account of the discov¬ 
ery of North America appeared and eight years 
before the cocoa bean was introduced to 
Spain. 

• TELL us about the ethos 
at RJ Balson & Sons? 

We offer and demand from our staff a friendly 
personal shopping experience. Some might 
say its more of an old fashioned service but we 
try to treat everyone equally and with respect. 

• RJ BALSON started off as a market stall, 
how important is the market still to Bridport?

could begin the day's deliveries. After 73 years 
service to the firm, interrupted only by service 
to HM Navy during the 1940s, Donald sadly 
passed away in 2011.

All Balsons are born with a sausage in their 
hand and there is two generations waiting in 
the wings, however I am not ready to retire just 
yet. 

• SO plans for another 500 years? 

Yes, why not, we plan to keep offering great 
products and great service for the next 500 
years. I love my job and my customers and I 
have a passion and pride in who I am and in 
practising the butchery craft. Long may we 
reign.

"He was also a member of the Fairey Band and came to 



Beaminster on a number of occasions and that is why we decided to make 
it our main charity. 

"Last year I said this would be the last concert as, when I got to 80,1 would 
have to stop organising it, but the band said that I can't do that and they 
want it to go on a bit longer. As long as Margaret and I are in reasonable 
health we will carry on. 

"The band said this was the highlight of their calendar coming here, we 
really enjoy it and it gives us a buzz doing it. It is hard work but we get a 
lot of support. 

"We have had wonderful times, met fantastic people, it really has been a 
part of our lives and we would miss it if we didn't do it." 

And this year, Mr and Mrs Greenham will be holding a party in Beaminster 
Public Hall at 7.30pm after the concert for friends, family and people who 
have supported and helped them over the years with the organising of the 
concert.

WITH autumn well and truly upon us our thoughts begin to turn to batten¬ 
ing down the hatches for winter. One area often overlooked is your prop¬ 
erty's roof, despite the fact that it bears the brunt of the rain, hail, snow and 
frost! But it's worth giving it a second thought because that moss up there 
is slowly causing problems which accelerate over winter. Rain sodden moss 
adds considerably to the weight load on your roof, but of more concern is 
the freeze/thaw effect. Waterlogged moss expands when frozen, lifting tiles 
and causing them to fracture at the join with the tile above. In addition, 
moss at any cement/tile join (ridge tiles and gulley interfaces for example) 
will gradually crack the cement seal, causing the render to fall out and al¬ 
lowing moisture in. Removing the moss halts this process entirely, which 
in the long term reduces your maintenance costs. As an added bonus the 
roof cleaners will, as part of the process, clear your gutters and downpipes 
ready for winter.

Lions'swimarathon 


THE 22nd Bridport Lions club 
Swimarathon has raised thousands 
of pounds for charity as the annual 
fundraiser made a splash earlier 
this month. 

The event, held at Bridport 
Leisure Centre, involves teams 
from local business, schools and 
clubs competing against each 
other to swim the most laps of the 
pool in 55 minutes.

But it was the Bridport Barracu¬ 
das who were triumphant across 
the board by swimming the most 
laps of the pool in 55 minutes in

the senior, junior and mixed cate¬ 
gories. 

Their senior team, Barracuda 
Bandits, swam 104 laps, just three 
away from the previous laps 
record of 107. 

Their junior team, Swimming 
Sheep, managed 83 laps with then- 
mixed team, Mixed Up, swim¬ 
ming 76, both close to the junior 
and mixed record of 86 laps. 

In total, the 24 teams swam 
1,409 lengths of the pool through¬ 
out the day. 

Peter Garlick, president of Brid¬ 
port Lions club, said: “I wish to 
thank all those sponsors for their 
generosity and, of course, the 
swimmers for their hard work on 
the day and in getting sponsored 
themselves to raise funds for good 
causes.

AFTER a great first week I was back at the gym after work on Monday feeling great and look¬ 
ing forward to my next couple of sessions. Again I was struck with how much space there 
was considering it was Monday night and probably the most popular time for people to train. 
There were no issues with having to wait for any equipment at all, you can just get on with 
your workout; it really does make a huge difference. 

On Monday night Duncan had me focused on a full body session doing the same as I had 
done on Saturday but with less reps on heavier weights. It was a totally different feeling and 
I did find certain bits harder than others. As it was a full body workout I lifted weights using 
both the upper and lower body. Despite my previous knee injury my legs feel relatively strong, 
which is the total opposite to my upper body. I particularly struggled with the chest press 
and found it really hard to squeeze out the last few reps, but Duncan gave me plenty of en¬ 
couragement and helped me through. He was always on hand to give me pointers with my 
technique as I often found myself adjusting without realising and making things harder than 
they should be. 

I've quickly realized how important it is to use the correct techniques, especially when 
weight training and that is where I feel the B! Health & Fitness team really makes a difference. 
They are all really friendly and get to know all their members on a personal level so you don't 
feel stupid or intimidated having to ask for help. Even if you don't ask they are always there 
to give you pointers making sure you're not going to injure yourself by lifting in the wrong 
way. 

Tuesday night was the one I'd really been looking forward to, as it was a golf specific session 
focusing on exercises that will strengthen my golf game. The session was again totally differ¬ 
ent from what I'd done up to now with a lot of focus on flexibility but also working on my 
core strength. Everything I did was a lot more controlled and I could really feel how it was 
using the muscles that help me generate power with my golf swing. 

Duncan also showed me a few exercises with a new piece of equipment they have, which 
is called an RMT club. I instantly felt comfortable as you can hold it similar to a golf club and 
work the specific muscle groups you use in the golf swing. The club is weighted and doing 
some more vigorous exercises with it certainly got the heart pumping. 

It was a brilliant session that I really enjoyed. It's great to know that the team can structure 
you a programme based entirely on the areas you want to work on, especially if you play a 
specific sport. Duncan told me how they have recently created a programme for a local gig 
rower and also a cricket bowler. It gives a real difference to your workout and it certainly gave 
me extra motivation knowing it would directly help my golf game. I want to thank Duncan 
for putting that together for me and I look forward to developing more on that in the future. 

That was my last session for the week, as I write this I'm about to head to Barcelona on a 
stag do for the weekend! Not the best thing for a fit and healthy lifestyle but from time to 
time we all have the odd slip up! However it has left me feeling almost frustrated that I now 
can't train until Monday, I'm really enjoying working out and in this short time it's already 
making me feel so much better about myself. I'm coming back to a personal training session 
with Craig on Monday, after a heavy weekend away with the boys it could be interesting!

New recycling system will not be as simple as it sounds to use 


■ WHILST I am in favour of recy¬ 
cling waste, it has amazed me to 
read in the local press, online and in 
the leaflets sent out by the Dorset 
Waste Partnership, with the bins, 
that it does not appear quite as sim¬ 
ple as it sounds. 

We have a variety of ‘bins’ both 
large and small for different com¬ 
modities which have to be ‘put out’ 
at the correct time and ‘presented’ in 
the right place for collection. 

At the moment our bin men do a 
fantastic job for which we are all 
very thankful but I have doubts as to 
how this is going to work out in the 
future. 

Should a householder put the 
wrong item in the wrong bin they 


will apparently not get their bin 
emptied but receive a ‘tag’ which 
could be white, orange, pink, green, 
blue or pink (according to the 
‘crime’ committed as stated in the 
online information). 

This is not to be confused with the 
weight of the bin etc, for which the 
bin will not be emptied (the online 
information is well worth reading, 
but in some respects appears to be 
slightly bureaucratic). 

At the moment our bin men in 
most cases are running to keep up 
with the collection lorry, so how on 
earth are they going to have time 
identify the wrongdoing and place 
these ‘tags’ on the bins as well as 
collect other bins and keep up with 


the lorry (I suppose the bin men will 
have to carry a pad of different ‘tags’ 
to issue, further hindering their 
work). 

Moving onto the new recycling 
centre at Broomhills I understand 
there is a scale of charges for differ¬ 
ent rubbish, many of which appear 
to be such an odd amount that who¬ 
ever is collecting the money will 
need to have a large bag of change 
at hand, with all the security prob¬ 
lems that could incur. 

Surely if there is a need for a 
charge then either a round pound or 
multiples thereof into a machine 
similar to those on entering a car 
park would be easier for all con¬ 
cerned.

Deadline looms to have your say 
on Vearse Farm development 


■ IN LIGHT of last week's West Dorset planning meet¬ 
ing, councillors were given a briefing on the Vearse 
Farm application for guidance when it comes before 
committee next year. 

We at ADVEARSE are totally in agreement for promot¬ 
ing the allocation of building land in Bridport and its 
environs for low-cost housing. We do however, object 
to an additional tranche (65 per cent or greater) of 
higher cost, market driven housing, typically 500 
dwellings on Vearse Farm if approval is granted. 

The demographic for this area is currently skewed, in 
that the majority of residents are at the higher end of 
the age spectrum. 

Any development in Bridport and the outlying vil¬ 
lages needs to redress this balance and encourage less 
fortunate and younger members of our society, gain¬ 
ing the option of ascending the housing ladder. This 
will only be achieved by implementing low-cost hous¬ 
ing. 

We were very concerned that the Hallam Land Group 
have implied that the allocation of 260 affordable 
homes, 35% (or less) of the total build of 760 would be 
assessed on the basis of viability as reported in your 


paper previously. Originally, the Local Plan indicated 
that a minimum of 35 per cent affordable's would have 
been mandatory. This was changed by removal of the 
word minimum, after the Inspector, Paul Crysell had 
published his comments recently, as part of the Main 
Modifications of the Local Plan. 

We are totally committed to the campaign that the 
current aforementioned size and positioning of the 
Vearse Farm development as proposed, is undesirable 
to Bridport. Furthermore, its effect on the environ¬ 
ment, road infrastructure and culture etc. are detri¬ 
mental to the locale. 

These criteria will all be seriously considered, and al¬ 
ternative options sought accordingly, as the local 
Neighbourhood Plan (Vision 2030) develops and is de¬ 
livered, over the next fifteen months. 

We feel it is of significant importance that like- 
minded residents register their lack of support of this 
development accordingly, using the web address:

Police seize cannabis worth 
£14,000 near Burton Bradstock 


POLICE in Bridport have seized 
46 fully-grown cannabis plants 
from a remote location near Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock. 

The raid, led by PS Geraint But¬ 
ler, resulted in members of the 
Bridport Safer Neighbourhood 
Team confiscating around £14,000 
worth of the drug. 

Officers said that the plants were 
cultivated in a well thought out 
and purpose-built plantation, with 


the largest plants around four feet 
tall, and that it was a “well organ¬ 
ised plantation worth a significant 
amount of money”. 

Bridport Police Inspector Mike 
Darby said: “This is another excel¬ 
lent result by Bridport Safer 
Neighbourhood Team in prevent¬ 
ing drugs circulating in West 
Dorset. 

“Sadly for the growers it would 
appear we have just beaten them 
to the mark by nipping this in the 


bud and harvesting the cannabis 
before them. 

“We know in the Burton Brad¬ 
stock, West Bexington rural area 
that annually these plantations are 
set up and we regularly discover 
them. 

“I have no doubt the same peo¬ 
ple are cultivating these planta¬ 
tions every year and it is only a 
matter of time before we arrest 
them and prosecute for these sig¬ 
nificant offences.”

Dorset Police issue online safety advice 


DORSET Police is continuing to help 
and advise the public on the threat 
of cyber-crime and is encouraging 
the county's residents to ensure 
they are safe online and on social 
networking sites. 

Superintendent Mark Callaghan, 
director of intelligence, said: "Many 
of us enjoy sharing the details of our 
lives with our online friends, but do 
you really know who you are com¬ 
municating with and who can see 
your posts? 

"Make sure your privacy settings 
are set to the highest level so that 
only your friends can see your details. 

"It is easy for a cyber-criminal to 
get personal details from social net¬ 
working sites. Posting details and 
photographs of your summer holi¬ 
days while you're away may seem 
innocent enough, but to a burglar 
you have just advertised you have 
an empty house. 

"Be wary about who you invite or 
accept invitations from on social 
networking sites and internet tele¬ 
phone services. Do not accept 
friendship requests from complete 
strangers - you would not do this in 
real life!" 

Dorset Police is advising people to 


be wary of publishing any identify¬ 
ing personal information either in a 
profile or in posts, such as phone 
numbers, pictures of homes, work¬ 
place or school, addresses or birth¬ 
days. 

Links can also lead to hoax pages 
and sites designed to defraud and 
steal a persons identity and users 
are encouraged to chooses safe 
passwords as accounts can be 
hacked. 

The risks are becoming the victim 
of online bullying, trolling - users 
who post comments online with the 
intent to cause offence or upset - or 
other forms of abuse. 

Dorset Police are reminding peo¬ 
ple that what goes online, stays on¬ 
line and not to post anything or 
publish pictures that might later 
cause embarrassment. 

"I would urge everyone to visit Get 
Safe Online and cybersafe.dorset. 
police.ukfor help and advice on on¬ 
line safety," Mr Callaghan added. 

"Together we can ensure all 
Dorset's residents are cyber safe." 

Intimate photos or videos posted 
online without the person's permis¬ 
sion can also be reported to Dorset 
Police by calling 101.

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Get your greenhouse winter-ready

THE first frosts have already arrived in parts of the UK, 
which is your sign to get tender plants under cover before 
they succumb to the ravages of winter. 

If you haven't already done so, check your greenhouse 
heater's working, that automatic vent openers are still op¬ 
erating, and clear out cucumbers, peppers, aubergine and 
chilli plants which have been fully harvested. 

As the weather turns cooler, close up the greenhouse in 
the early afternoon to trap heat, which will help to ripen 
indoor fruit. Keep dampness to a minimum and ventilate 
when possible to move air around the plants and keep 
them healthy. 

If you have permanent fruit growing in your greenhouse 
borders, work in organic matter such as compost or well- 
rotted manure around them. 

Bring in tender plants including cannas and bananas in 
pots, before the frost damages the leaves, as well as shrubs 
including azaleas, camellias and daphnes for early spring 
flowers. 

There's still time to sow Californian poppy, pansies, corn¬ 
flowers and sweet peas, and plant bulbs for spring colour. 

Linda Lane, managing director of family firm Griffin 
Glasshouses, says key tasks should focus on letting in light, 
eliminating disease and controlling bugs and pests. 

Autumn is a great time to have a good clear-out as you 


will get rid of pests which might otherwise overwinter in 
the warmer environment. 

"It is essential to keep glasshouses clean and healthy," she 
says. "They should not be used to store garden tools, pots, 
old plant labels and seed boxes as they can harbour pests 
and diseases. Make sure the glass on both the inside and 
out is regularly cleaned to maximise the short daylight and 
sunshine hours we have in the winter." 

Use a proprietary glass cleaner if the panes are particu¬ 
larly dirty, otherwise just plain water, making sure it does¬ 
n't drop on to the leaves of the plants. She advises against 
using a pressure washer unless it's a warm day when plants 
can be taken outside. 

"Keep pathways and staging clean and, if necessary, 
wash over with a non-toxic disinfectant. Repair broken 
glass because draughts can cause immediate damage in 
cold weather." 

Where panes overlap, use an old lolly stick or plant label 
to ease out the dirt, then give the area a gentle slosh with 
water to remove it completely. Use a scrubbing brush to 
wash down shelves and staging, making sure you do the 
underside as well as the top. 

It may be too late in the season to repaint or treat 
wooden greenhouses, but all metal supports should be 
washed down, inside and out, again ensuring no spillage

onto the plants. 

You may need to put up insulation to ensure overnight 
temperatures are kept as high as possible inside the green¬ 
house, saving money on heating bills. 

"Finally, our changing weather patterns suggest we are 
going to experience a lot more torrential rain, so make sure 
glasshouse guttering, and other rain harvesting facilities, 
are working efficiently and are clean. 

"On warmer, sunny days, do make sure the glasshouse is 
ventilated, but remember to close up at night," warns Lane. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Miscanthus 

Ornamental grasses come into their own at this time of 
year and miscanthus is among the best, forming a large 
clump of arching mid green leaves-and in autumn upright 
stems appear bearing silvery flowerheads. It grows best in 
full sun in fairly fertile, moist but well-drained soil.The flow¬ 
erheads can be left to create movement and structure in 
winter but should be cut down to ground level in early 
spring. Established clumps can be divided to increase stock 
in spring. Good varieties include M. sinensis 
’Silberfeder’.and ’Grosse Fontaine’, also known as ’Big Foun¬ 
tain’, which grows to 2m (6ft). These grasses are popular for 
prairie and gravel planting and some, such as ’Undine’, have 
good orange autumn colour.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Ripening tomatoes 


Even if your outdoor tomatoes are green, you’ll have to 
bring them in now to avoid them being hit by frost. But 
there are ways of ripening tomatoes once they've been 
picked. If you have cherry tomatoes, for instance, you can 



cut trusses of them and hang them in an airy place such as 
the kitchen or a potting shed for them to ripen. Another 
good way is to put a few green tomatoes in a sealed jar or 
brown paper bag with a banana. Bananas emit ethylene 
gas, which encourage tomatoes to ripen. The cooler the 
storage area, the longer it will take for tomatoes to ripen, 
but in a normal household situation, they should ripen 
within two weeks. If you have immature green tomatoes 
which simply aren't going to ripen, consider making a chut¬ 
ney or green tomato relish with them.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Cut the grass if the weather remains warm and dry, and 
trim the edges. 

• Cut down all dead flower stems on herbaceous peren¬ 
nials and tidy borders to remove foliage and plant remains, 
compost this material. Leave late-flowering perennials. 

• Sow a row of hardy peas and cover with cloches. Broad 
beans can also be sown now. 

• Remove old vegetable crops, clear the ground and dig 
compost or manure into the soil. Leave heavy soil rough- 
dug so frost can penetrate to help break it down. 

• Lift dahlia tubers when the foliage has been blackened 
by frost. 

• Throw a net over a branch bearing holly berries to stop 
the birds pecking at them. 

• Bring potted late-flowering chrysanthemums under 
glass before frost strikes 

• Wrap grease bands around the trunks of apple, plum 
and cherry trees to catch the winter moth as she climbs to 
lay her eggs. 

• Rake and scarify lawns to remove thatch and other de¬ 
bris. 

• Continue to take hardwood cuttings of roses and shrubs 
like cornus, buddleia and ribes.-

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A prickly subject

Hedgehog populations are in trouble. They've de¬ 
clined by 30% in the last 10 years alone and there are 
now thought to be fewer than a million left in the UK, 
according to the RHS. 

So, what can gardeners do about it? This year, the 
RHS and The Wildlife Trusts are teaming up with the 
campaign Hedgehog Street during Wild About Gar¬ 
dens Week to encourage us to make gardens, schools 
and community spaces hedgehog-friendly. 

"Improving your gardens for invertebrate groups 
will encourage hedgehogs into the garden, as insects, 
slugs, snails and earthworms are the hedgehog's nat¬ 
ural food source," says Helen Bostock, RHS senior hor¬ 
ticultural adviser. 

Hedgehogs are not herbivores, so will not feast on 
leaves, flowers or other plant matter, but they will feed 
on the pollinating insects and other species which are 
attracted to particular plants. 

As well as feeding on slugs and snails, hedgehogs 
also eat groups of beetles, caterpillars, earthworms 
and even birds' eggs, as well as meat-based dog and 
cat food, or dry hedgehog food available from garden 
centres and online. 

"There's going to be an indirect benefit when it 
comes to plant choice," says Bostock. "If you increase 
invertebrates you will encourage the hedgehogs' nat¬ 
ural food sources." 

At this time of year, just before hibernation, good 
pollinating plants including asters, dahlias, Japanese 
anemones, sedums and Verbena bonariensis will all 
encourage just the type of invertebrates hedgehogs 
need to get them through the winter. 

At other times of the year, a mix of flower shapes will 
attract a variety of insects, from tall foxgloves, to 
climbing honeysuckles, ornamental alliums, salvias, 
single flowered roses and herbs, including rosemary 
and chives. 

Bear in mind that hedgehogs only have short legs 
and don't do well on steep inclines, she says. 

"Remove potential hazards. Any steep sides on 
ponds can lead to hedgehogs drowning. Create a gen¬ 
tle ramp to allow them easy access in and out of the 
water. 


"Check bonfire piles before you light them, as 
hedgehogs may be hiding underneath them and be 
careful when strimming long grass, where they may 
be found. Also, don't leave litter or items like fruit cage 
netting loose for hedgehogs to get caught up in. 
Open drains and trenches can also cause problems." 

Wild About Gardens Week will also be encouraging 
people to create 13cm x 13cm hedgehog holes in 
fences, walls and other barriers to allow these crea¬ 
tures to access different gardens for food and shelter. 

"Solid boundaries are problematic for hedgehogs," 
says Bostock. "Adults travel between 1 -2km per night 
and need that space to forage." 

Gardeners should not cut everything back as soon 
as late autumn arrives, she says. Leave some stems 
standing to provide effective cover and if you want to 
buy or make hedgehog shelters, make sure they are 
sturdy and that their holes are big enough for access, 
and place them in a quiet spot with natural cover such 
as leaves, so that rain doesn't flood the shelter. 

To illustrate the point, RHS Harlow Carr in Yorkshire 
is launching three gardens which are each 5m x 5m - 
one contemporary, one formal and the other wild - 
with small holes in the boundaries to allow hedgehog 
access, featuring planting which will attract inverte¬ 
brates and hedgehog shelters. 

Leafy plants including hostas, which provide both 
cover and attract slugs and snails, which are food for 
hedgehogs, are featured in the gardens, as are willow 
shelters, short grasses and bare soil, where they can 
forage for worms.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Shallots 

Shallots are often seen as the up-market relative of 
onions, having a milder flavour and looking and tast¬ 
ing delicious whole in casseroles, as well as being per¬ 
fect for pickling. Yet they are as easy to grow as regular 
onions. You buy sets in February and March, planting 
them out with a trowel so they are just covered by soil, 
spacing them 20cm (8in) apart in rows 30cm (12in) 
apart. The area needs to be kept weed-free and you'll 
need to water them in periods of dry weather. Havest 
them when the leaves turn yellow in July or August, 
lift and then dry them in the sun, spreading them in 
layers in a frostproof shed. Good varieties include 
'Griselle' and 'Golden Gourmet'. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Liriope 

This underrated perennial provides a dense ever¬ 
green clump of strap-shaped leaves all year round, but 
its moment of glory comes in autumn when striking 
violet flowers appear. They combine well with bright 
pink Nerine bowdenii or colchicums, or alternatively 
establish clumps between spring-flowering shrubs, 
where their leaves will add year-round interest. Liriope 
muscari, a reliable tough plant, prefers neutral to acid

soil and can withstand drought, seaside winds and 
shade. However, they do flower best in sun. Many have 
variegated foliage. White-flowered types include 'Mon¬ 
roe White', which grows to 25cm (lOin). In spring, cut 
down old leaves to the ground to encourage fresh new 
growth.

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 


• Cut seedheads of Acanthus spinosus, teasel and 
globe artichokes to dry and use for decoration in the 
home in winter 

• Lift, divide and replant older clumps of perennials 
such as crocosmia, hardy geraniums and hostas 

• Lift canna lilies, which can be treated as tender 
perennials, trimmed and potted into peat-free com¬ 
post, stored in a frost-free place where it's cool and dry 

• Continue to plant spring-flowering bulbs 

• Pot up half-hardy fuchsias and take them under 


cover if necessary, keeping them cool and dry but don't 
let them dry out completely 

• Begin winter digging once the ground has been 
cleared, particularly if you have heavy clay soil, which 
benefits from being broken up and exposed to winter 
weather 

• Pick the last of the runner beans and, if they are not 
too large, freeze them 

• Cover bare ground with polythene to protect the soil 
from winter rain 

• Remove old yellowing leaves on Brussels sprouts 
and other winter brassicas as they develop 

• Prepare the ground for new fruit trees, digging over 
the area and incorporating plenty of organic matter.

The hive has 
been place in 
asker meadows 
‘boot field’ by 
Sea Road 
South, which is being converted 
into a wild flower meadow. 

Jane Wheelwright, chair of the 
ANRP, said: “Attracting a sup¬ 
porting wildlife is at the heart of 
this project. Having our own bee 
hive on site is very exciting.” 

The Asker Nature Reserve is lo¬ 


cated in Asker Meadows on both 
sides of the river. 

The project aims to transform an 
unused area of land, owned by 
Bridport Town Council, into a 
shared community space.

THE Golden Cap Association’s 
series of winter talks got off to a 
start with a talk by Shaun McCor¬ 
mack called ‘The Queen’s Body¬ 
guard or the Yeoman of the 
Guard’. 

Mr McCormack, a beefeater 
himself, spent 24 years in the reg¬ 
ular Army leaving in the rank of 
Company Sergeant Major and was 
sworn into the Queen’s Bodyguard 
of the Yeoman of the guard in 
2000. 

All Yeomen must be sergeants or 
above, but not commissioned, and 
they must also have had at least 22 
years’ service and been awarded 
the Long service and Good Con¬ 
duct medal. 

The term ‘Beefeater’ is said to 
derive from the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany who in referring to the guard 
back in 1699 said, “A very large ra¬ 
tion of beef is given to them daily at 
court... that they might be called 
Beef-eaters”. 

The Beefeater name was later car¬ 


ried over to the Yeomen 
Warders who guard the Tower 
of London 

Members enjoyed an informa¬ 
tive talk about Beefeaters and 
the guard, the creation of the 


guard, its duties and state dress. 

Today the Guard has a purely 
ceremonial role, accompanying 
the Queen at the annual Royal 
Maundy Service, investitures, 
summer garden parties at Buck¬ 
ingham Palace and other 
functions. 

However, their most 
famous duty is to 'cere¬ 
monially' search the cel¬ 
lars of the Palace of 
Westminster prior to the 
State Opening of Parlia¬ 
ment, a tradition that 
dates back to the gun¬ 
powder plot of 1605, 
when Guy Fawkes 
attempted to blow up 
Parliament.

Philip Clouts Quartet 'Umoya' Album 
Launch Tour comes to Bridport 


PIANIST Philip Clouts brings his quartet to Bridport Arts Centre on Fri¬ 
day, October 23rd as part of a wide ranging UK tour to mark the re¬ 
lease of a new album, Umoya, one of the first releases on the newjazz 
imprint of American classical label Odradek. 

It's an album that confirms the Cape Town-born Clouts'ongoing love 
affair with South African music but also with rhythms and melodies 
from around the world. Influences including Sufi music, Nigerian 
dance rhythms and folk music from Romania and Southern Italy, as 
well as gospel music all figure, in his latest compositions. 

"Jazz and world music have been important to me throughout my 
musical life," says the now Dorset-based Clouts who emerged on the 
London jazz scene during the 1980s and became a key member of 
popular world jazz ensemble Zubop before moving to the Jurassic 
coast in 2006. "I'm inspired by both the freedom of jazz and the root¬ 
edness of world music with its sense of dance, community and spiri¬ 
tuality. Listening to both genres always reveals a variety of 
approaches to rhythm, harmony and melody." 

Although he came over to the UK from Cape Town with his family 
as a young child in the early 1960s, Clouts grew up hearing the music 
of his homeland as his parents - his father, Sydney Clouts, was a poet 
whose work captured the South African landscape - had brought 
their favourite records with them. 

After his two older brothers began taking piano lessons, he im¬ 
pressed the family by picking up what his siblings were playing by 
ear. He found himself drawn to improvising, and hearing the great 
British pianist Stan Tracey on a television pro¬ 
gramme when he was twelve attracted him to 
jazz and inspired him to take the instrument 
more seriously. 

It was while studying anthropology at Cam¬ 
bridge University that Clouts realised that he re¬ 
ally wanted to focus on contributing to his own 
culture. On returning to London he got the 
chance to play with and learn from musicians in¬ 
cluding pianist Bheki Mseleku, who became a 
mentor for a while, and percussionist Thebe 
Lipere, who joined Clouts in the first incarnation 
of Zubop. 

"There was a lot of South African music on the 
London scene at that time in the 1980s," he says. 

"I never saw the Blue Notes, who were the first 
wave, live because I was too young but there 
were bands that had grown out of them and 
were carrying on that same spirit that they'd 
brought over. Their saxophonist, Dudu Pukwana 
was a real force in those days and, of course, lis¬ 
tening to the Blue Notes' pianist, Chris MacGre¬ 



gor's Brotherhood of Breath was 
a huge inspiration." 

Clouts'current quartet features 
London-based musicians, rising 
star saxophonist Samuel Eagles, 
bass guitarist Alex Keen and the 
Yamaha Jazz Scholarship-win¬ 
ning drummer Dave Ingamells, 
all players who have, he says, 
taken to the multi-cultural mix 
at the root of his music with real 

enthusiasm. _____ 

"Umoya is the Zulu word for'life force'. It can also be 
translated as'soul'and 'spirit'and I'm really pleased with the way Sam, 
Alex and Dave brought these aspects out in the music on the album," 
says Clouts. "We've played a couple of dates on the tour already and 
I'm really looking forward to the stretch of concerts because they'll 
give us a chance to really develop the music." 

The Bridport concert will be the only South West date on the tour 
and it is on the actual release date of the new album. In addition there 
will be a curtain raiser from the Woodroffe School Little Big Band.
